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ABSTRACT , ' - • - \ . I 

The planning and implementation of a summer workshop 
in American literature of minority groups for a snail denominational . 
college is described in this paper. .Four teachers provided through 
the National American Studies Faculty conducted 'week^long seminars on. 
the literature of Blacks, Native Ameripans, Chicanes, and Asian 
Americans. An additional benefit 'of the course was the inclusion of' 
.^other forms of ethnic art as .topics of study. In conjunction with "^he 
daily classes, a public lecture held^pne evening a week was provided 
for class members, other students, faculty, and. other interested 
community members. Although .enrollment in the workshop was small, 
evaluation of «^e program was generally favorable. Special strengths 
included the dev^-i^nent of reading lists, suggestions for non-bojiJc 
materials, efficient, utilization' 'of specialists . in each area of 
minority literature, and good class discussions.

\^In the summer of 1974 a catalogue entitled New from NCTE V rived, 
and the items most interesting to me were books, brochures, and Other educa- 
tion media concerning minority groups and their contributions to American • 
Literature. When one teaches at .a small denominational school with meager 
financial support^ one is always looking for that unijque prc^gram that will * 
draw participants to her school. But an absolute necessity for any program 
at m>.school is that it be academically sound. I knew immediately that ar 
course in America^i Literature of Minority Groups was both unique for the 
area and acadeini^^^aiiy sound. Sq, I could begin to put feet and win^s to my 
thoughts. ^% ■

^ I had^a number of minority grpups to choose from; but with the help 

of th'e NCTR catalogue, I settled on Black Literature, Native American Literature 
Chicano Literature, and Asian Amei^can Literature^ I felt that the students ' 
preparing to teach and teachers^ already in the schools would find these choices 
helpful In their present Am^ican Literature courses and in the popular mini- 
courses . being off ered in/faan:^. schools.' ' ' " 

Now With the idea and 'with a basic selection of -subject rtiatter, I 
had,i:o get'down the, chore;- of seeing tt^;LsVine into .being,^ I knew that what 
1 wanted to d/ would cost. money because I was not going to settle for a mediocre 
workshop, yWe wou^d,have to' import the leaders of what I now envisioned to be 
four eno^eek sessions, each week being ^devoted to the literature of one 
mlqordty* We had on our faculty one 'person who could, handle the Black Litera- 
tute and another person who was quite knowledgeable about Indian affairs but 
lacking expertise in the literatute, ^ Still I felt that we would do well to 
have off-campus lead^s if possible. Although I knew the idea would meet 
with overwhelming approval, I also knew that I would be told that there was- 
no money for extra- faculty. The Summer Program on our campus is no great

moneymaker, and tay ''^bt^ainchild" could suddenly put the program into the un~ 

idesirable state of deficit financing— a stdte that would be strictly forbidden.

As I expected, ;:he workshop got quick and enthusiastic blessing from 
both ''the department chairman and the academi^ dean; and as^I also expected, 
the immediate .question of how weiwere^t^ pay for it was asked. By this time 
it was mid-September^ and. deadlines for funding were past ot upon us, , /

We offered the workshop leaders the op{5ortunity to stay on diiv 
campus- with room and boar^ for the nominal ' charge of $40,00 per n^rsbn per 
week. Of course this charge was part of , the^ remuneration ot^rfxe National 
Americai^ Studies Faculty. It pleased ipe <:hat^t^^aders did. want to stay- 
on the campus. * ^ 

Persons supplied by ^the "National American Studies Faculty ^are not 
paid a salary by -tjie Faculty.^ Their expenses, are paid and the Faculty suppli 
a, small honorarium and requests the institution ^to do* the same if- it ?:an. We 
were able to give these persons a $100^00 honorariviiT^or their Services.

Colximbia ColTege's exp^^nses for t]\e viorksHop were, therefore, oaly 
for the honoraria, $200.00 for the brochures, and approximately 
$4CJ^j.OO for postage, T!\e small amount of * secretarial help needed was furntshed 
Dy the student assistants in the English department working at their regular 
times. The total expense for . the. four -week j^/oxkshop ran less than $700.00. 
My salary as coordinator was no adtied expense to the College since I w^ld 
have been paid a salary for teaching one or two coursesl^n -the sujnmer anyway. 

^ Those attending the workshop paid -$160 for tuition and^r<&^elved * 
four semester hours credit. The tuition offset some of the* expense incurred 
by the College. 

After nine months of preparation, it was tira'^for 't^e blessed eveht^ 
to arrive • (Yes, the figure of speech was intended,) EnVolI|nent da^ and the 
fir sty day sof workshop were one and the same.
